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2. Call for Council Nominations

3. Tremaine Fellowship . 

The Tremaine Fellowship is offered in memory and through the generosity of Marie Tremaine (1902-84), 
the doyenne of Canadian bibliographers. The Fellowship was instituted in 1987 and is offered annually 
to support the work of a scholar engaged in some area of bibliographical research, including textual 
studies and publishing history, and with a particular emphasis on Canada. The Fellowship, which is in 
the amount of $1,000, is open only to members of the Bibliographical Society of Canada. The Tremaine 
Fellowship will be awarded only in support of specific research projects, involving discrete areas of 
research. Projects which are part of some larger undertaking will not be considered unless they can be 
completed on their own and can lead to findings which are reportable or publishable in themselves. The 
funds available are for out-of-pocket expenses such as travel fares and subsistence, and for technical 
services or supplies; these funds may not be used for salaries or stipends. 


Applications for the Tremaine Fellowship should be made on the form attached at the end of this issue of 
the Bulletin and must be accompanied by a detailed budget proposal, a full curriculum vitae, and two 
sealed letters of reference. This material, postmarked no later than 28 February 1998, should be mailed

Station P, Toronto ON MS5S 2T1. Incomplete and/or late applications will be disqualified and returned.

8. Canadian History of the Book Project Launched 

The founding conference for A History of the Book in Canada/Histoire de |’imprimé au Canada was held 
in Ottawa at the National Library, 23-25 May 1997. More than 100 participants registered: academics in 
literature, history, communications, and library and information studies; students and independent 
researchers; librarians, archivists, and conservators; and members of the book trades. The program 
featured two keynote speakers from other national projects: Bill Bell from Scotland and Robert Gross, 
chair of the Program in the History of the Book in American Culture at the American Antiquarian 
Society. Brian Opie also attended as a representative of the New Zealand group. 


Before the conference, a series of seven background papers reviewing book history studies in the 
Maritimes, Newfoundland, Quebec, Ontario, the Prairie provinces, British Columbia, and Yukon were 
prepared for distribution to all registrants. In a double session on the first morning, two summaries were 
presented: the regional reports by subject, and the implications for writing the history of the book in 
Canada. For other sessions, papers were grouped thematically: cultural history, publishing history, 
methodology and sources, and authorship. 


In an open session, members of the organizing committee reviewed plans for a national interdisciplinary 
project to prepare a three-volume history in French and English. Working groups for each volume were 
formed to collaborate to identify gaps in the research infrastructure and develop a conceptual framework. 
Members of the organizing committee agreed to continue as an editorial committee. In addition to a 
listserv for each working group, the project will soon announce a home page on the Web with an 
inventory of book history work-in-progress and the texts of regional papers prepared for this meeting. 


The conference succeeded in bringing together an enthusiastic team committed to a national history. 
Sponsors of the event were the Bibliographical Society of Canada, the National Library of Canada, and 
the Faculty of Information Studies at the University of Toronto, which administered a conference grant 
from the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada. The Antiquarian Booksellers’ 
Association and the University of Toronto Press provided funding for receptions. 


9. | BSC/SbC Policy on Travel Subsidies / Politiques de frais de déplacement 

SSHRC has in the past awarded the Society a grant in aid of travel and accommodation costs by 
members to the conferences and AGMs of the Society. This grant is the principal source of funds 
available to reimburse presenters and respondents, as well as to assist members travelling to the 
Society’s AGM. If renewed, these funds will be disbursed by an ad hoc committee consisting of the 
Treasurer and two other members of BSC/SbC Council. 


As this funding is very limited, BSC/SbC normally cannot undertake to pay the full expenses of qualified 
applicants. Members should first apply to their own institutions or to other funding organizations for a 
subsidy; members are advised to obtain the lowest possible air fares. Compensation will normally be 
considered only for expenses incurred within Canada and will be scaled according to the cost of 
transportation to the site of the meeting. Priority will be given to those who are travelling more than 


300 km to the meeting. 


Applicants must be participating in or attending the conference/AGM, be BSC/SbC members in good 
standing or guests invited by the program committee, and must have registered for the BSC/SbC 
Conference. Each year, specific funds will be set aside for student applicants. If these funds are not 
exhausted, they may be applied to other categories of members or they may be carried forward for 
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student use in the following year, at the discretion of the committee. Special consideration will be given 
to independent researchers who are unaffiliated with an archival, educational, library, museum, research, 
or other similar institution. 


All who wish to be considered for assistance must fill out the special form provided by the Society in the 
Fall issue of its Bulletin. These must be received by the Treasurer, no later than 31 March 1998. 
The committee will meet shortly after the funds have been provided by SSHRC, usually close to the end 
of April of each year. Decisions will be communicated by surface or electronic mail as soon as possible, 
but no later than the middle of May. 


Appropriate receipts, such as air/bus/train tickets and registration receipts or hotel bills, must be sent to 
the Treasurer by those who have been awarded a subsidy within two months of the end of the conference 
or meeting. The award will not be honoured beyond this time; no reminders will be issued. Receipts 
will be annotated and returned, if the amount reimbursed is less than the expense submitted, as they may 
be of further use to the members concerned.
